DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 9,17, 25, 28, 32, 36-38, 40, 42, and 44 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Coffman et al (US 5,662,180). 
Coffman et al discloses a percussion drill assembly which comprises all of the claimed 
structure and method of using the same including a hammer piston 285, and a drill bit 
adapter 27. The claimed second piston is met by the hammer piston 285, and the first 
piston is anticipated by the drill bit adapter, since the bit adapter 27 comprises all of the 
piston features at its upper end and can move upwardly and downwardly along the 
longitudinal axis of the drill assembly (see Fig. 2D, col. 16, lines 10+). The first piston 
chamber is met by upper and lower chambers 286, 287. The axial force applied to the 
first piston using second piston is anticipated by col. 19, lines 4-34, wherein the 
resulting pressure differential between the increased pressure in lower piston chamber 
287 causes the hammer piston 285 to impact the first piston part of the bit adapter 27. 
The claimed fluid materials fails to distinguish from the gas fluid of Coffman et al. The 
cross sectional areas of the first and the second pistons are clearly anticipated by Fig. 
2D, and one of them is greater than the other. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 18-24, 26, 27, 30, 31, 33, 34, 39, 41, 43, 45-52 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. 

Claim 35 is allowed.
